agent or officer of the board of health, requiring such person to
lake such action or to make or cause to be made such chgnges,
repairs, or alterations in such bakery or confectionery establish-
ment as may be necessary tc have such bakcry or confectionery
establishment conform to the provisions of law for their sanitary
regulation; or if the required changes, repairs, or alterations
could in the cxercise of rcasonable diligence not be made or com-
pleted within thirty days, after such additional time as may
have been necessary tc complete the required action, change,
repairs, or alterations has crpired, not to exceed minety days,
however, from the receipt of notice in any case; and any person,
who by himsclf or his servant or agent, or as the servant or
agent of any firm or corporalicn shall violate or fail to comply
with the provisions of scclion 1636—6£ as created by this act
after one day’s noticc in writing has becn served upon such
person by any of the officers hercin mentioned to discontinue his
cmployment in or about such bakery or confectionery establish-
ment; and any person who by himself or his servant or agent,
or as the servant or agent of any firm or corporation ghall vio-
late or fail to comply with the provisions of subdivistons 4 and 5
of section 1636—62, as created by this act, shall be deemed guilty
of @ misdemcanor and shall be punished by a fine of not less
than twenty, nor more than one hundred dollars, or by imprison-

ment in the county jail for not more than ninety days, or both.

AN ACT to amend section 990—19 of the statutes, relating to
civil service.
The people of the State of Wisconsin, represented in Scnate and

Assembly, do enact as follows:

SEcTON 1. Section 990—19 of the statutes is amended to
read: Secetion 990—19. 1. No transfer or reinstatement shall
be made for a position in one class to a position in another class
unless the same he specifically authorized by the civil serviee
commission. Seecticn 18 and the rules adopted thereunder shall
be read with this scetion and the rules adopted hereunder, and
where the transfer involves a promotion the requirements of

the promotion rule and regulation shall be observed.

2. No transfer shall be authorized by the c¢ivil service eom-
mission of any person holding a position in the exempt class or
in the noncompetitive class or the labor class, to a position in
" the competitive class unless the person seeking to be trans-
ferred shall have served at least three years in the position from
which he desires transfer, and unless the position to which he
desires transfer is similar in the duties to be performed to the
position from which he desires transfer. No such transfer
shall be authorized unless the person so wishing to be trans-
ferred has attained a place upon the appropriate eligible list in
force at the time the request for the transfer is made.

2. Any person who has held a position by appointment under
the civil service rules and who has been separated from the
service without any delinqueney or misconduet on his part but
owing to reasons of cconomy or otherwise. may be reinstated
within one year, and in the case of legislative employes within
two years, from the date of such separation to the same or similar
position in the same department ; provided, that for the original
entrance to the position proposed to be filled by such reinstate-
